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The slogan of the whole con¬ 
vention this yearvpight. be sum 
med up in the slogan “ Better 
Fairs and Fewer of them.’' This 
was emphasized both by Hon. 
Minister of Agriculture, and Dr. 
Talbit, the new Superntendent of 
Fairs. The latter said Fere had 
been 25 good fairs, 40 fair fairs, 
and 14 poor fairs in 1923. The 
latter, in giving his annual report 
advised Societies to encourage ex¬ 
hibits on the ground of merit rat¬ 
her than quantity. He'spoke very 
strongly against allawoing fakirs

Both the Minister and Dr. Tal¬ 
bot stated their intention of vis¬ 
iting as many as possible of the 
summer fairs., Both of these geUt- 
tlemen agreed that an agricultur¬ 
al society to justify its existence 
should represent more than the 
medium fvhcTeby the summer fair 
was held, and agreed with Pres. 
Rufus Cates that there is no .soci¬ 
ety in the province today which 
is more closely linked up to the 
cause of agriculture and none 
more in a position to help it than 
the local agricultural society. 

This view was also subscribed 
to by Dean IIowqs of the U. of A. 
who in an interesting paper told 
of how the first agricultural soci¬ 
ety came into being down in No 
va Scotia. The Nova Scotians af¬ 
ter Confederation found them¬ 
selves at a loss for markets, and 
becoming agriculturally depres- 
were at a low ebb when by the ef¬ 
forts of a young Scotch student 
who wrote to the papers under 
the nom de plume of Agricola the 
first agricultural society was 
formed with the unknown Agri¬ 
cola. as its first secretary. You

Rural Municipality of Manitou 
Lake No. 442 to provide for the 
destruction of noxious weeds on 
road allowances. 

The Council of the Rural Mun¬ 
icipality of Manitou Lake N.. 442 
enacts a s follows: 

1. Every owner or occupant of 
land of which the whole or a part 
is cultivated or in crop shall be 
responsible for the destruction of 

noxious weeds found between 
such land and the middle of the 
adjoining road allowance. 

2. It shall he the duty of any 
weed inspector finding noxious 
weeds on a road .allowance to re 
tify the,, owner or occupant of the 
adjoining land either personally 
or by registered mail, to desfroy 
sueli weeds bv hand pulling, cut¬ 
ting and burning, ploughing or 
cultivating, as may be specified 
in the notice, within five days 
after the service of the notice or 
fifteen, days after the date of 
mailing. 

3. In the event, of such owner 
or occupant failing to comply 
with the requirements of a notice 
given under clause 2 hereof, the 
inspector or any person or per¬ 
sons directed by him may destroy 
the wheds. 

4. The amoruit expended in the 
work performed under clause 3 
nere.of may be recovered from the 
owner or occupant of the land in 
rates and taxes may be recoverel 
under the Rural Municipality Act 

5. Any such amount which has 
not been satisfied before the 31st 
day of December next following 
its expenditure shall he added to 
and form part of the assessment 
for Municipal purposes of such 
lands, in all respects as if it were 
an original tax, and when recov¬ 
ered shall form part of the gen¬ 
eral revenue of the Municipality. 

Provided that no sum in excess 
af $200.00 shall be charged, in 
any one year against any one 
quarter section of land

The Tbiids varied 
greatly. The maximum mileage 
was ‘tO mile's. On work deek days 
they worked 8 1-2 hours, and on 
Saturday 5; 1-2 hours.. 

I made' the following mental 
note about these work.horses:— 
They had a fast walk and good 
sound feet, pasterns, bone and 
hocks. They seemed to me to have 
much more bone than the more 
refined type of show horse, and 
just the right amount of condi¬ 
tion; that is, ribs just nicely cov¬ 
ered. They mostly had good mid¬ 
dles. The foreman said the short¬ 
legged, big bodied ones were the 
■‘guid ones,” not the tall, “wasp- 
waisted,” ones. John Gilmour 
made these observations:— 

‘‘The short-ri-Wbed horse does 
not hold up well. The wee arms 
and the small hocks do not go 
with, the useful worker. The me- 
dium-sded, even made horse (1900 
Hi) is the kind for most of the 
work they have' now.” He likes 
clean legs, and feather that falls 
down straight, with no kinks. He 
buys a good one whenever he can 
find him and takes time to season 
him. Prices for a good one were 
around £75, .and for a medium 
one around £50 to £60. They fed 
on the average as follows, 10 lb

After a great deal of trouble, 
expense and work, the Edgerton 
Creamery Co. got going last week 
and on Wednesday turned out 
S00 pounds of as pretty and sweet 
smelling butter as one would 
wish. This amount is the cap¬ 
acity of one churning and we are 
told that the butter-maker can 
make four such churnings in one 
day, therefore it will be seen that 
the capacity of the plant will be 
well able to take care of the large 
volume of business expected. All 
the machinery is the very latest 
design and the lay-out is so ar¬ 
ranged that it is- said to be one 
of the best in the Province. Here 
one can sets their ' cream being 
Weighed in on a raised cement 
platform and then emptied into 
the small tank that starts it on 
its butter ward journey.: First 
it is run in the storage talnk by 
gravity, thence to the pasteurizer 
where it is given official treat¬ 
ment and, from there to thte 
churn, both operations being by- 
steam power. The finished ar¬ 
ticle i,s taken from the churn. 
Many delicate instruments are 
seen around the plant for the 
testing of the butter. Mr. Y. 
Duffy, who has had considerable 
experience, is in charge of the re¬ 
ceiving end and the buttermak- 
ing is in the capable hands of Mr. 
S. Dykstna. This industry is a 
forward step for Edgerton and 
we hope to see full advantage 
taken of the opportunity of get¬ 
ting cream to the factory in a 
sweet state where it will have a 
chance of getting the coveted

stalls in the evening, and water 
boys are on duty at the loading 
platforms. Such treatment re 
suited in an absence of colic. 
There were not more than five 
cases in the last two month, 
N'one of tihefti was sick while we 
were there. 

THE CARE OF THE HOOFS 

The feet showed uniformly 
good shoeing. Mr. Gilmour said 
that it was economy to spend a 
little more ton shoeing, and he 
particular to have the job done 
right, because it added 3 or 4 
years to a horse’s life on the 
streets. They reshod mostly from 
4 to 6 weeks. The toes were short; 
good quarters and wide heels 
were preserved. The feet receiv¬ 
ed a paddleful each night of blue 
clay, which the carter obtained 
from a freshly prepared pailful, 
which was set in the alleyway, 
behind the stalls. It was set there 
for him to use; he dicl not have to 
mix or hunt anything. In the 
morning the horses’ feet were 
dressed, by brushing them with 
oil made by heating and mixing 
swet and palm oil in the propor¬ 
tion of one-half each. The legs 
were oiled weekly with a mixture 
of sweet oil, seal oil and spirits 
of tar. This looked like a good 
practice to me, in the case of 
horses being out in> all kinds of 
weather. 

The carter groomed his horse 
in the evening. He also dressed 
his harness and oiled his chains. 
In the morning he had 15 minutes 
to groom, harness and get out. 

Tn conclusion, Mr. Gilmour re¬ 
marked that for them the horse 
was much cheaper than the motor 
on the 5 mile radius. They had 
only 3 or 4 motor lorries. They 
were to give quick sendee, but 
were not economical. He said 
they had studied the matter care- 
fuly, and he was sure of the par¬ 
ticular points.
